Where Your M oney is Being Spent 


' Status of Five Bond Issues Shown in Official Report 


In a report made public this week, ihe Palm Springs city government explains 
what public improvements have been made with proceeds of the $950,000 bond 
issue voted on April 26. 1949—and what work still remains to be done. Of the 
$951,529 which the city has appropriated for the five classifications of im- 
provemenls specified in the bond issue, ihe city has spent lor contracted fori 
$44.1,918. leaving a balance in the bond fund of $507,711. In addition to bond 
money spent for improvements at the Polo Grounds, the city appropriated $75,­ 
000 from the “capital outlay" fund for this purpose. 
Here is the present status of the various bond funds: 
Ho. 1—Park and recreational facilities, including grand stand and ring for ro­ 
deos, horse shows: recreational and service buildings, baseball and soft­ 
ball diamonds: acquisition of property and facilities for a city park, fix­ 
tures. equipment, etc.. Bonds voted $490,000 
APPROPRIATED $490,789 . . . SPENT $333,441 . . . BALANCE $157,348. 
All of the recreational improvements made have been at the Polo Grounds: 
the baseball stadium with grandstand, scoreboard, ball diamond and pro­ 
portionate share of improving grounds cost about $200,000; the horse arena 
with its grandstand, portable bleachers, paddocks, chutes, fencing, conces­ 
sion and rest room building, public address system and proportionate share 
of improving grounds rost ahout $165,000: the auditorium which included 
rebuilding the old skating rink, equipping and furnishing the building, 
and a proportionate share of ground improvements cost about $43,000. (As 
noted above, the city appropriated $75,000 from the capital outlay fund 
and spent it on improvements at the Polo Grounds—making a total of 


$408.000.» The council has stated that it plans to spend most of the $157,348 
balance in this fund on the North End park. Delay in this improvement 
was occasioned, the council explains, until a clear title to the property 
could be obtained. 
No. 2—Fire protection facilities, including a new fire station, apparatus, etc. 
Ronds voted $150,000 
APPROPRIATED $150,241 . . . Spent $19,297 . . . Balance $130,944. 
, 
A fire truck costing $17,500 has been purchased, some hydrants have 
been installed and the balance was spent for engineering and professional 
services. Plans are now complete for a new fire station at southeast cor­ 
ner of the Polo Grounds. 
No. 3—Opening and widening of streets: widening Indian Avenue from Alejo 
road to Ramon road and opening of McCallum Way from Sunrise to Indian 
Ave. Bonds voted $185.000. 
APPROPRIATED $185,298. . . . Spent $695. . . . Balance $184,603. 
The only amount spent from this fund is for engineering and professional 
services. The reason given by the council for failure to get work started 
on these improvements is inability to get right-of-way agreements with 
the Indians. The city has also been hampered, it is slated, by failure to 
get the cooperation of the Department of Interior. The council is unable 
to give any assurance as to when this street widening and opening work 
will be done. 
No. 4—Planting of trees along Palm Canyon Drive and installation of lights on 


Palm Canyon Drive from Alejo Road to Ramon Road. Bonds voted $105.000. 
APPROPRIATED $105,169. . . . SPENT $73,505. . , . BALANCE $31,664. 
This was one of the first improvements. The tree program was completed 
last spring with the planting of palm trees along Palm Canyon at a cost 
of $26.650 and the installation of watering facilities and conduit for light­ 
ing fixtures at a cost of $46,500. Actual installation of the lights has awaited 
determination of the most suitable fixtures. Several samples have been 
crpcted and the council is expected to let the contract for fixtures in the 
npxt two weeks. It is estimated that the cost of the lights will be a little 
less than the balance in this fund. 
No. 
Public rpst rooms.equipment. facilities, etc. Bonds voted $20.000. 
APPROPRIATED $20,032. . . . SPENT $16,880. . . . BALANCE $3,152. 
Work is about completed on the rest rooms which have been built in front 
of the fire station. Fire apparatus now has an entrance in the rear of the 
building, considered more suitable. 
In discussing the improvements councilmen pointed out that it would cost 
more and not be practical had they started all of the improvements at once. 
Delays in thp street improvements and development have been unavoidable, it 
vas stated. These answers were made in response to criticism that the projects 
havp been too slow in development. 
Mayor Farrell pointed out that it is costing the city only 1'4 .percent on the 
unspent balance because the city is receiving 1 percent interest on these funds. 
It would not have been possible to get the low interest rate of 2'» percent on 
thp bonds unless all of them were placed on the market at one time, he said.

WHILE IN LOS ANGELES last weekend, T wa* amazed 
to learn that people have already started hoarding every­ 
thing from nylon hose to automobiles. Merchants report­ 
ed a rush of purchasers for items that were hard-to-get 
or rationed during the last war. There was a run on tires, 
canned goods, sugar, soap and appliances. There seemed 
little doubt that most of the buyers were hoarding. There 
was being some replacement of automobiles and appli­ 
ances but in most cases people were just buying ahead 
against the day that things were hard to get. 
Such practice will bring about temporary shortages, 
price increases—and rationing long before it is necessary. 
It is unsound and un-American—amounts to giving aid 
to our enemies. It can be and should be— stopped by a 
strong public sentiment against this unnecessary drain 
on the nation’s production. 
Many Americans have become so soft and selfish that 
they worry about giving up a few luxuries and are 
alarmed about having to cut down on some necessities. 
These people are unwilling to make a few sacrifices in 
the same cause for which young Americans are giving 
their lives on the muddy battlefields of Korea. They do 
not seem to realize that here—as well as on the firing 
line— the fate of Democracy will be decided. Unless Amer­ 
icans at home are willing to make whatever sacrifices 
necessary to provide food, machines and weapons to the 
men who represent us in actual combat— we cannot hop* 
to win the struggle that lies ahead.

Soon, Joseph 
Stalin 
must 
decide 
whether to engulf the world in global 
war or bide his time. 
His bluff—if bluff it was—has been 
called in Korea. Despite initial reverses, 
most military spokesmen believe that the 
steadilv mounting strength of American 
ground and air forces, supported by the 
South Koreans and forces of other United 
Nations members, will force retreat of 
the North Korean Communist aggressors. 
Already the Korean coast is under con­ 
trol of the American and British navies. 
Within a short time, Stalin must 
either write off the Korean adventure 
or intervene with Russian or Red Chinese 
troops. The latter course would blow the 
whistle for World W ar III. The ultimate 
decision is squarely up to Joseph Stalin. 
Yet there are some Americans—many 
of them doubtless motivated by a sin­ 
cere desire for peace—who, ignoring the 
deadly realities of the situation, profess 
to believe th a t America has a choice in 
the matter. Ignoring the fact that the

United Nations have called for military 
sanctions against Communist North Ko­ 
rea, they advocate "mediation by the | 
United Nations.” They would appease 
Russia bv acceding to her minority de­ 
mand that Communist China be seated 
at the UN Security Council. In effect, 
they would render the UN impotent and 
cause its collapse as a force for world 
order, just as the League of Nations col­ 
lapsed when it refused to act when Mus­ 
solini invaded Ethiopia or when Hitler 
occupied the Rineland. 
Knowingly or unknowingly, the ap- 
peasers are Uncle Joe's puppets. They 
echo the fantastic columns of the Com­ 
munist People's World, which screams 
that the United Nations' aid to South 
Korea is a Wall Street war. that South 
Korea is really the aggressor, that black 
is white, that Stalin's only desire is for 
peace. As far as the great majority of 
Americans are concerned, Stalin and his 
American puppets as well will be judged 
on the basis of their actions rather than 
their words.— (CFS).
